The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 1 , 3-5, 1 3-1 5, 1 8 and 1 9. 

Claims 7-12, 16, 17, 20 and 21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art, alone or in combination, discloses the claimed inner container having one or 
more small projections thereon and a container with a guide groove having an open 
lower end and one or more locking projections thereon which correspond to one or 
more locking notches on the projection. It is noted that after further consideration, the 
projection 38 of Holloway (as well as the projection 6 of Kurihara) do not include the 
disclosed and claimed locking notches formed thereon.
